HIS OLD FURNITURE. 


Europe and America Clamors For It, | 
but Higham Won't Sell. 

To possess the celebrated “Hig- 
ham furniture” is the ambition of 
the wealthy lovers of old furniture 
in Hurope and the United States, 
but it is an ambition which proba- 
bly never will be realized until the 
family of the present owners be- 
comes extinct, for each heir entails 
the collection as far as he can, and 
no amount of money ever has 
tempted the Highams of Higham to 
think for a moment of parting with 
their valued possessions. 

This furniture is a collection of 
perfect early English furniture and 
also of flawless “Chippendale” and 
“Sheraton” and is in the farmhouse 
of Mr. Higham of Higham, whose 
ancestors, a family of yeoman farm- 
ers, have cultivated the farm called 
The Hangings, near Higham, Eng- 
land, for centuries. Wealthy econ- 
noisseurs in this country and Eu- 
rope have offered enormous amounts 
for the furniture, but the Highams 
will not sell a stick. 

The actual value placed on the 
collection, which consists of fifty 
pieces, is $250,000, but Henry Grant, 
the British railway millionaire, of- 
fered $400,000 for it two years ago, 
an offer which was refused, like all 
other offers. Several pieces of this 
furniture date back to the twelfth 
century, and the more modern Sher- 
aton chairs alone are valued at $100 
each, while an old oak cheat is ap- 
praised at $30,000. 

No old “county family” or fam- 
ily of title in the three kingdoms 
has a finer collection of antique fur- 
niture than Mr. Higham, the yeo- 
man, if, indeed, they have any sin- 
gle piece that can compare with his 
in all their castles and halls, and as 
long as there is a Higham of Hig- 
ham the furniture will stay in the 
farmhouse of The Hangings.—New 
York Press.

Tibetan Skull Drums. 

A drum of an extreme repulsive- 
ness of nature is one used by the 
lamas of Tibet at some of their 
church ceremonies. Jor this the 
craniums of two skulls, preferably 
children’s, are taken, and over the 
concave side of each is stretched the 
skin of asnake. The two skulls are 
then cemented at their vertices to 
either side of a wooden disk covered 
with a cotton cloth, the stretched 
skins being outermost. These drums 
are often ornamented by having the 


heads of devils and such like hor- 
rors, the more repulsive the better, 
painted upon them in red and blue 
colors Phe method employed in 
playing them is rather curi To 
the wooden disk between t two 
halves a cord is fastened, by which 
the drum can be suspended and then 
rapidly rotated. Two short cords 


with knobs at their ends hang down 
in such a way that as the drum re- 
volves they strike alternately on ei- 
ther face and thus produce a regu- 
lar “tum, tum.’”’—Good Words.

The Cost of Trademarks. 
There was a time, a comparative 
ly few years ago, when the question 
of trademarks did not 
enter into the commercial value of 


protec ting 


the articles involved as it does now. 
This is due to the enormous in- 
crease in advertising health foods, 


cereals, patent medicines and novel 


ties. The tariff of charges for reg 


istering trademarks in the various 
countries seems in some instances 
to be based upon the idea that au 
thorized labels and the like are a 
luxury In Zululand, Peru, Uru 


guay, Hongkong and Granada the 
tariff fixed by law for each trade 
mark is $145 in gold, the highest 
on the entire list. 

In this country trademarks are 
filed with the patent office, and the 
price for registering is $55 
which is the lowest rate charged 
anywhere. Canada charges only $60 
for a general or a special trademark 
There are some countries of Hurope 
that demand $100 for registering a 
trademark, but in Great Britain, 
Germany, Austria, France and Spain 
the fee in each case is $75. This is 
the rate in the majority of the Eng 
lish colonies, including New South 
Wales and New Zealand, but in

SOME LEGAL FREAKS 


CURIOUS TWISTS THAT OBTAIN 
ENGLISH CRIMINAL LAW. 


IN 


A Person Many He Guilty of Perjary 
Though He Swears to the Trath—No 


Such Offense as Trespass — Pointe 

About Forgery. 

In no branch of the law as ft is dia 
pensed in Great Britain are such curt- 
ous points to be found or a greater 
Dumber of *nomalies to be met with 
than in the eriminal branch thereof. 

It may be new to some people, for 
Instance, to ‘now that there are a num 
ber of things In existence which ean 
not be stolen, such as a corpse, animals 
fer naturm—ti, ¢ animals wild In a 
state of nature (with certain excep 
tions crented by statute) soll of the 


earth, ete. To attempt to steal nothing 


would appear on the face of it to be 
an impossi@lity, much less a erime, 
but a man indicted for attempting to 
pick a lady's pocket which was subse 
quently found to be empty was found 
guilty of an “attempt to commit theft,” 
though, in fact, there was nothing In 
the pocket to steal 

Any one lucky enough to pick up a 


sovereign lying in the road will be glad 
to hear that, if at the time of finding 
it he had no reasonable means of dis 
covering the owner of it, and also if he 


did not at the same time conceive the 
idea of appropriating it to himself, be 
will not be guilty of stealing if he 


keeps his lucky find, even if the right 
ful owner discovers and claims it 


Most people walking In the country 
must have noticed on numerous ocea 
sions boards or placards posted up in 
woods, fields, et: notifying in large 
letters that “trespassers will be prose 
cuted,” but few are aware that such 
notices are utterly useless and no one 


need feel the least alarm thereat, there 
being no such offense known {n erimi 
nal law ag@ such a trespass, and a per 
son could never be prosecuted for such 


an offense. They are, In fact, In the 
words of that eminent jurist, Sir Fred 
erick Pollock, in his well known wor 
“Pollock on Torts,’ a “wooden falss 
hood.” 
It is 2 common fallacy to imagine 
t! crime of forgery con n 
iother name, though in fact 
comm ing forgery consists in making 
and uttering any false instrument in 
writing with att to defraud; thus 
it may be for y to omit a word 
from a document, and it will be a mat 
ter of considerable surprise to many to 


learn that it is possible for a person to 
forge his or her own name. A 
however, who fraudulently inserts an- 
other's name on a picture, thereby sell- 
ing it as the work of some other artist, 
{s not guilty of forg

The crime of perjury also does not 
quite “fit in” with the generally ac- 
cepted idea, which is that if a person, 
after being sworn on oath to speak the 
truth, swears falsely, he is guilty of 
such offense. This is correct with the 
important qualification that the fact 
the witness has sworn to must be 1 
terial to the case. Thus, if a witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false ad 
dress on being asked where he lived 
this, though untrue, would not amount 


to perjury, as the place where the wit

Your first important duty after having 
organized and having elected the City

ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


Because of the belief that the assess- 
meut of property had in the past been 
80 levied as to deprive the City of large 
amounts of money justly due it as taxes 
a system, known as the Biock System, 
af accurate surveying of land was 
adopted, To meet the expense thus in 
curred the sum of One Thousand Dol- 
lars has been appropriated each of the 
past two years. 

As a result of the use of this system 
the first of those years there was a net 
gain in valuation of assessable property 
of over twenty-five thousand dollars, 
Owing to a want of proper tabulation it 
is impossible for me now to state what 
the gain for the past year has been. A 
the application of this system has not 
been made to more than a smal! portion 
of the property of our city an appropri 
ation yearly until the survey is complete 
will be necessary.

was due in part to a desire to force the

locality, and presumably on the ‘Kelley 
Lot,” already rejected as an unsuitable 
location. Whether this is the true reason 
or not, the abandonment of this school 
is absolutely indefensible. Even if a 
new High School were favored, and 
work begun on it tomorrow, it would 
be two years before it would be ready 
for occupancy. 

In the meantime no other plan is sug- 
gested for the caring for the 110 pupils 
f the Main Street school, save that of

[am not prepared at this moment, 
without further stady of the situation, 
to make any positive and sweeping 
recommendation, but two suggestions 
seem advisable.

To provide proper sani- 
tation will not require a large appropri- 
ation, and the heavy patronage ot that 
school seems to justify the Statement, 
that, wherever a future High School 
should be located, a most desirable and 
necessary location for a Primary School 
is at the corner of Main and Charles 
streets. 

The yearly cost of the maintenance of 
our public sehools has increased from 
$39,727.38 in 1891, to $59,003.64 in 1900, 
which is an increase of more than 50 per 
cent while the increase in pupil atten- 
dance during the same period is only 
about 20 per cent. The cost per pupil 
has increased during the same period 
from $18.70 in 1891 to $22.26 in 1900. 

The Mayor should have power of

bul a serious question for you to consider 
is whether the funds required to do the 
work should come out of ‘he debt limit, so- 


called, or whether the Legislature should 
be asked for authority to make «a loan for 
this purpose outside the debt limit. The 


total cost of the proposed widening of Main 
street will probably exceed the present bor- 
rowing capacity of the City It is therefore 
evident that no steps should be taken to- 
wards the proposed widening until after the 
provision is made for the payment thereof 

The City Charter provides that “Board 
of Public Works shall have direction and 
control of the construction, alteration and 
repair of streets, ways, brides and side- 
walks,” and ‘the City Council is prohibited 
trom directiy or ind'rectly taking part in the 


conatruction, alteration or repair of any 
public works.” These provisions of the 
Charter have been repeatedly violated in 


past years by the City Councils neglecting 
to make appropriations in bulk ant by des 


}ignating in the orders for the appropriations

POLICE DEVARTMENT 
By the provisions of the City Charter the 
sppoiatment of the police officers is vested 


exclusively in the Mayor. The responsi- 
bility for the proper enforcement of the law 
is placed on me.

Tibetan Skull Drums. 

A drum of an extreme repulsive- 
ness of nature is one used by the 
lamas of Tibet at some of their 
church ceremonies. For this the 
craniums of two skulls, preferably 
children’s, are taken, and over the 
concave side of each is stretched the 
skin of asnake. ‘The two skulls are 
then cemented at their vertices to 
either side of a wooden disk covered 
with a cotton cloth, the stretched 
skins being outermost. These drums 
are often craamented by having the 
heads of devils and such like hor- 
rors, the more repulsive the better, 
painted upon them in red and blue 


colors The method employed in 
playing them is rather curious. To 
the wooden disk between the two 
halves a cord is fastened, by which 


the drum can be suspended and then 
rapidly rotated. Two short 
with knobs at their ends hang down 
in such a way that as the drum re- 
volves they strike alternately on ei- 
ther face and thus produce a regu- 
lar “tum, tum.’’—Good Words.

That the Public Library has beeu 
doing its usual amount of work during 
the year just passed will be seen by 
reference to the yearly report of the} 
librarian. 56,408 books have been circu- 
lated for home use, while a large num- 
ber have been used daily for reference 
in the reading rooms. 1,129 have been | 
purchased and catalogued, making the | 
whole namber of books now in the 
Library and accessable to use 43,504 
Some changes bave marked the 3 
which have been of much advantage to 
the patrons of the library, the alcoves 
have been open for free access, and the 
library hours have been extended, so 
that the reading room and book depart- 
ment is now open till nine p. M. A good 
degree of interest bas been taken in the 
children’s department by those having | 
that department in charge. Special lists 
of books have been prepared from time 
to time and scrap books of pictures on 
various historical subjects to interest 
and instruct, the ultimate aim in this} 
work for children being to give them 
some conception of the possibilities of 
self education, teach them proper 
methods of using a library, and of ex- 
tracting from books the information 
they seek. 

The works of fiction fill such an im- 
portant part, and the latest works are 
in such demand, that the plin to reserve 
such books by the means of a postal 
card, meets with the hearty approval of 
all, will be noticed by the fact that 697 
such cards have been sent out during 
the year. 

It is true we hear much of the “Seven 
day book” and “Books much called for,” 
but there are volumes which do not 
belong to this class, placed upon the 
shelves every month which are of great, 
if not of more importance. To such 
belong the autobiographies of Jacob A.

“Eugene Field” by Slason Thompson, 
and Balfour's “Life of Stevenson” are 
biographies of great value, novel and 
interesting reading. Of Field we can 
say he knew children through and 
through because he studied them from 
themselves, and not from books, he 
associated with them on terms of the 
most intimate comradeship aud made 
his way into their confidence. 

A great pleasure awaits the reader of 
“Gail Hamilton’s Life in Letters” full 
of miscellaneous contemporary history, 
from the circumstances of her life she 
saw and knew the people beat worth 
the knowing and seeing, she lived through 
the most important chapter of our 
country’s history, spent much time iv 
Washington and was in the “thick of 
the fight politically.” 

French, Dutch and Russian “Life in

This furniture is a collection of 
perfect early English furniture and 
also of flawless “Chippendale” and 
“Sheraton” and is in the farmhouse 
of Mr. Higham of Higham, whose 
ancestors, a family of yeoman farm- 
ers, have cultivated the farm called 
The Hangings, near Higham, Eng- 
land, for centuries.

Several pieces of this 
furniture date back to the twelfth 
century, and the more modern Sher- 
aton chairs alone are valued at $100 
each, while an old oak chest is ap- 
praised at $30,000. 

No old “county family” or fam- 
ily of title in the three kingdoms 
bas a finer collection of antique fur- 
niture than Mr. Higham, the yeo- 
man, if, indeed, they have any sin- 
gle piece that can compare with his 
in all their castles and halls, and as 
long as there is a Higham of Hig- 
ham the furniture will stay in the 
farmhouse of The Hangings.—New 
York Press. 

Deafness. 

‘Deafness is very much more 
general than is supposed,” is the 
statement of a famous physician. 
“Many persons who think they have 
perfect hearing are living under a 
delusion. In most cases, however, 
the ordinary deafness of people is 
the result of accumulations of wax 
in the ear. Those who are troubled 
in this way should never attempt to 
remove the wax themselves. They 
should go to a physician. Ninety- 
nine out of a hundred cases of 
chronic deafness are caused by ca- 
tarrh of the nose and may be cured 
by treatment of that disease. 

“People should be warned against 
putting anything into their ears, 
such as spoons, ear scoops, tooth- 
picks, matches or finger nails. The 
mechanism of the ear is very deli- 
cate and is easily disarranged, and 
the use of such instruments by in- 
experienced persons is productive of 
the most serious results.”

Keeping the Teeth in Good Condition, 


Use a brush with bristles which are 
ueither too stiff nor too soft, and brush 
the teeth on all sides. 

The teeth should be examined at least 
twice a year by a competent dentist. 
They should be washed with lukewarm 
water before breakfast, after each meal, 
and before retiring. 

An extremely important item in the 
care of the teeth is the use of dental 
floss always after eating. This, together 
with a soft orange-wood toothpick, will 
remove every particle of food from the 
teeth. 

There are 80 tnany excellent dentifrices 
that it is hard to decide which one is 


best. Precipitated chalk is always good, 
and may be rubbed about the gums 
after eating anything acid and also 


before retiring. 

Avoid exposing the teeth to extremes 
of temperature. Very bot and very cold 
substances have a tendency to crack the 
enamel. Never use a metal instrument 
of any kind in the mouth, and neither 
bite thread nor crack nuts with them.— 
February Ladies’ Home Journal.

THE BULGARIAN. 


A Pecullar Fellow, He Is Elther a 
Soldier or a Peasant. 

It is a strange country of contrasts, 
this Bulgaria that people have so long 
watched as a danger spot. The peasant 
is a heavily built fellow, with a Kal- 
muk nose if he happens to be pure bred 


from the original Samoyede stock, 
which is not likely. His language has 
become Slavic, which means a lan- 


guage in which “beefsteak” Is “mpiph- 
teki” and “omelet soutile’ is “omlet 
cuphile,” 

The Bulgarian is a peasant or a sol- 
dier. He knows no other trade. As a 
farmer the sheep Is all in all to him, 
food and clothing and companionship, 
says a writer in The Era. He livesina 
hovel, does not understand why he 
should be taxed and makes his women 
slave in the fleld. He is called close- 
fisted, churlish and suspicious and has 
some of the virtues that often go with 
those qualities. 


When Bulgaria became practically 
free of the sultan, there were many 


Turks left in the country. These are 
gradually being crowded out, but there 
is still a mosque in Christian Sofia, and 
in the palace of the sobranje, or parlla- | 
ment, where the members have better | 
accommodations than the lords of Brit- 
ain on the Thames embankment, some 
twenty Turkish deputies always sit to- 
gether and exert an Influence that they 
never could do tn thelr own land by 
voting always with the party in power. 

Every Saturday the members of the 
sobranje are paid at the rate of 15 
francs a day, all in silver five frane 
pleces. These peasant lawmakers knot 
it up In handkerchiefs, grin slowly and 
shake the jingling pieces playfully tn 
one another's face. They are playing 
at statesmanuship yet, but fairly well 
upon the whole. 


Fanctions of Fruit,

Lem- 
ons, limes and apples are stomachie se- 
latives.

Let us pursue the 
analogy by showing what dwellers in 
four dimensions might do. Place a 
dweller of “flatland’ inside a circle 
drawn on his plane and ask him to 
step outside of it without breaking 
through it. He would go all around, 
finding every inch of it closed, he 

wou'd say it was impossible from the

| In estimating the value of a mommy 
jfts medicinal qualities are no longer 
jappraised, and thus the problem fs ens- 
fer of solution. Its value must have 
[been greater when It formed a regular 
|part of the materia medica Until 
pretty late in the eighteenth century 
mummies entered Into a great variety 
of drugs, balms and other medica 
| ments 

As the genuine mummy was then ex 
pensive, recipes were given by many 
janclent writers for converting human 
flesh into mummy. Usually only cer 
tain portions of the body were used, 
land these were beaten, dried, macerat- 
ed and spiced out of all likeness to 
their natural condition; hence “beaten 
to a mummy.”

ONE HORSEPOWER. 


Flow This Unit of Mechanteal Force 


Came to Be Adopted. 


When men first begin to become fa- 
miliar with the methods of measuring 

t inical power, they often speculate 
or e the breed of horses {a to be 
fo that can keep at work raising 
33,000) 5 one foot per minute, or 
the equivaler vhich Is more familiar 
to mechanics, of raising 330 
pounds 100 feet per minute. Since 33 
OOO pounds raised one foot per minute 
is called one horsepower it is natural 


that people should think the engineers 
who ¢ iblished that unit of measure 
ment based it on what horses could 
really do. But the horse that ean do 


this work does 


not exist, 
The horsepower unit was established 


by James Watt about a century ago, 


and the figures were fixed in a curiou 
way Watt found that the average 
horse of his district could raise 22.000 
pounds one foot per minute. At that 
time Watt was employed In the manu 
facture of engines, and customers were 
80 hurd to find that all kinds of art! 
fiela icements were necessary to 
induce power users to buy steam en 
gines As an method of encouraging 
them Watt offered to sell engines reck 


oning 53.000 foot pounds to a horsepow 
er. And thus he was the means of giv 
ing a f e unit to one of the most im 
portant measurements in the world.

The Original Silhouette. 

The name silhouette was derived 
from Etienne de Silhouette, a French 
minister of tinance in 1759, who Intro- 
duced several parsimonious fashions 
during his administration called a la 
Silhouette, a name which continued to 
be applied to the black profile portraits. 
Silhouettes were executed in yarious 
ways. 

One of the simplest is that of tracing 
the outlines of a shadow's profile 
thrown on a sheet of paper and then 
reducing them to the required size el- 
ther by the eye or by means of a pan- 
tograph. The camera obscura and cam- 
era lucida are also occasionally used 
for the purpose.

The operator stands the ham on end 
against a supporting block and pro- 
ceeda to carve around the bone from 
one end as deep as ft Is possible for 
him to min his hand and knife down 
Into the flesh and around the bone. 
Having reached the extreme limit (as 
far, in fact, as it Is possible to extend 
the knife), he reverses the ham and 
begins cutting around the bone from 
the other end, cutting downward until 
he reaches the point that he attained 
in cutting from the end on which he 
began, the entire operation being scl- 
entifically correct and on the principle 
of skinning an animal. The bone then 
slips out clear and smooth, free from 
any adhering flesh. 

As soon as this Is done stout twine Is 
wrapped around the ham and drawn 
taut, completely cloring the aperture 
left by the removal of the bone. The 
twine {a thus made fast and the ham 
Inid away for a day or two, at the end 
of which time the hole has closed so 
neatly that, In slicing the ham, it is 
dificult to determine the exact spot 
from which the bone was removed. 
This is the proper mode of making 
boneless ham, and with a little prac- 
tice any housekeeper can learn to do 
the work as well as a_ professional 
butcher. They will observe that first 
of all the bone is surrounded by a tis- 
sue, and by starting the operation from 
the ends they will be surprised with 
what facility this tissue, dividing the 
bone from the flesh, peels loose from 
the former.

best spring waters under their most 
favorable conditions. The nearest ap- 
proach to it in purity is rainwater, 
which is distilled water of nature's 
own production, when collected on 
clean surfaces, in uninhabited sections, 
where the alr is pure and uncontaml- 
nated by smoke, dust, city and factory

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Onions may be readily transplanted 
if growing too thick, 

Weeds should not be allowed to grow 
or crusts to form around young fruit 
trees. 

Do not buy any kind of fruit trees 
or plants simply because they are 
cheap. 

With all transplanting it is importaut 
to see that the soil is well filled in 
around the roots. 

Prune spurs to one developed bud, 
for the nearer the old wood the higher 
flavored the fruit. 

A weak solution of poultry droppings 
{is a wonderful stimulant of plant 
growth. It may be used weekly with 
good effect. 

Only well rotted manure should be 
applied around the grapevines. Fresh 
manure exciles the growth, but does 
not mature it. 

Quince trees should be mulched as a 
protection dgainst extreme heat and 
cold, as the roots are small and usually 
near the surface. 

In selecting trees to grow as a wind- 
break it is quite an item to have them |
